How ?” Good questions. 

Linn says to try to answer them. 
0. K. 

Sure, start a club. You will have} 
more fun and get better acquainted 
with a lot of good fellows. You will 
get a better chance to swap stamps 
and information. You will meet col- 
lectors you never heard of before. | 
You will get up more enthusiasm, to 
the benefit of your collection. : 

The simpler the better, in my opin- 
ion, to start with. Call a meeting at 
your house or office of the fellows you 
know and talk over the idea infor- 
mally. You are going to want a 
President to preside, a Vice Pres. to 
preside in his absence, a Secretary to 
keep record of meetings and attend- 
ance, and a Treasurer to take in and 
spend the money. Pick a slate of 
possible officers at this meeting, and 
select the men who can and will DO 
things.

Decide on the dues; very important

Having your ideas well in mind, set 
a formal meeting for a week or two 
ahead, having each man try to bring 
other collectors he knows, and get the 
news into the local paper, so the “for- 
gotten men” will see it and come and 
join. 

At the meeting someone takes the 
chair, announces the object of form- 
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ee 
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ing the club and calls for nominations 
for President for the first year. (This 
can be done by oral voting or by ap- 
pointing two tellers and distributing 
slips of paper to vote on.) Have the 
President take the chair and conduct 
the voting for the other officers. Have 
the Secretary come forward and be- 
gin his minutes, including the list of 
those present. 


Bring up and settle question of 
meeting place and frequency of meet- 
ings. Bring up and settle question 
of dues. Have the Treasurer collect 
from those present, and instruct him 
to order Linn’s and such other papers 
as funds will allow, at once. 


Wouldn’t bother with a constitu- 
tion and by-laws at first, but settle 
who may be members, men, women, 
boys or what. But instruct Secy. to 
get himself a looseleaf record book 
and keep accurate minutes and at- 
tendance records. You may develop 
a prominent man in time, and that 
record will be valuable. 

Adjourn formally as soon as pos- 
sible, and then loaf about and have a 
good time. 

Now the success of your club is 
going to depend entirely on what you 
put into it. Try to make your busi- 
ness meetings short, and to have 
something arranged for each meeting 
that is interesting or instructive, or 
both. 

Have someone talk on his U. S. cov- 
ers, or his Norway or Venezuela, and 
display them. Have a blackboard talk

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CURRENT 3c ENVELOPE DIES 





The present issue of 3c envelopes 
offers the younger philatelists a splen- 
did opportunity of getting together 
an interesting collection at small ex- 


ense. 
, Besides the 3c Mt. Vernon envelope 
on extra quality paper there are three 
distinct dies known as A:, H:, and I. 

Die A is the most common and may 
be distinguished by its broad letter- 
ing and the fact that the head is 
larger than die H. 

Die H has very fine lettering, 
smaller head than A and the t’s in 
States and postage have shorter cross 
bars than in the other dies. 

Die I has a head like that in A but 
the lettering is very different from the 
other dies. The o’s are thin and nar- 
row and the C in cents and the G in 
postage look very much alike and if 
closed up they would make letter o’s. 

These dies are so different and so 
easily distinguished even on cancelled 
copies that Scott should recognize 
them. 

Besides the die differences two dif- 
ferent grades of paper are being used. 
Standard quality and extra quality. 
The standard quality paper is cheaper 
and inferior in texture and color to 
the extra quality. The watermarks 
used are known as No. 28 on the col- 
ored papers and No. 30 on white. | 
Watermark No. 28 shows the U. S.}| 
with the date 1929 on top. Water-| 
mark No. 30 has the date 1929 at the | 
bottom of the U. S. The watermark | 
on standard paper seldom is as clear | 
as on the extra quality grade. 

The extra quality watermark is | 
known as No. 29 and runs diagonally 
down the U. S. The watermark is | 
the same on colors and white when | 
the paper is extra quality. 

The colors are amber (yellowish) 
and blue and as they come in standard 
and extra quality it means that one 
can get 18 different combinations and 
with the Mt. Vernon it makes 19. 


The possible combinations are: 

Die A white, amber, blue, extra 
quality paper — white, amber 
blue, standard paper. 

Die H and I the same.

new style handstamp similar to U-71, 
also the 3c Olympic from Chatfield, 
Ohio, new U-71 type. A Bi-Centen- 
nial from North Carolina, a 2c Reids- 
ville U-538, comes from the above 
party also. I picked up a 5c Olympic 
from Columbus, Indiana, in a type 
similar to U-71 but the lines not so far 
apart. This resembles the metal hand- 
stamp types shown me lately and no 
doubt is a product of one. Quite a 
few of the new handstamps have been 
in the above mentioned type and differ 
with U-71, besides the above men- 
tioned, in that the town name and 
state name are much closer together, 
also in the case mentioned above Co- 
lumbus is much closer to the top line 
than Indiana is to the bottom line 
but this does not seem to be a general 
rule with the other handstamps of 
similar type. I am anxious to. see 
how the catalog makers will classify 
this type. 


The accepted method of forming a 
precancel collection is to have the 
states in alphabetical order and the 
towns under them then in alphabetical 
order. In other words place your 
| stamps in the album in the order the 
| catalog lists them. Of course consider 
|your pocketbook and the scarcity of 
the stamps and don’t leave a lot of 
space for stamps you will never get. 
My collection is arranged with the 
towns and cities in alphabetical order 
only, states not considered. I find 
‘this accelerates the finding of a cer- 
| tain. town as you have only one place 
to look in this case while you first 
have to look up the state then the 
town under it in the first arrange- 
ment. One form of arrangement if it 
ean be called such is to have all the 
le values on a page or pages, all the 
2e together, etc., disregarding towns, 
states, types or issues. This I call 
accumulating. Nevertheless I have 
seen several collections as the owner 
called them formed in this manner.

Too few collectors 
have tasted of the real joys 
: =] of stamp collecting—a spe- 
cialized collection. It is true that many 
do not know how to begin or where to 
begin, but this is a matter that is made 
simple, interesting and attractive if you 
wish to follow the few suggestions that 
are made to the purchasers of the Wash- 
ington Bicentennial Postage Stamp 
Album. 

This album has been especially de- 
signed and printed, solely for the pur- 
pose of building a specialized collection 
of the Washington Bicentennial Postage 
Stamps. ’Tis true, there are but twelve 
stamps and five different envelopes in 
the issue, yet this is material sufficient 
for a large and beautiful collection and 
a collection that will undoubtedly give 
you immense pleasure and in the end will 
show you an_ investment possibility 
greater than you would ordinarily get 
from the same amount of money invested 
in other stamps. 

A description of the album will con- 
vince any collector of its beauty and its 
value. The binder is covered in a hand- 
some red cloth, embossed in imitation of 
beautiful leather. A name plate in col- 
ors is attached on the front cover. Chi- 
cago screw post binder, loose leaf and 
easily interchangeable. The paper in the 
pages is of a heavy white stock with 


; ample body. Pages throughout the book 


are printed with a beautiful quadrille 
ground work surrounded by a handsome 
border and printed in blue. 


There is an attractive special title page, 
following which is a page commemorat- 
ing George Washingten and a handsome 
lithographed picture in several colors and 
gold is provided for this page. The next 
page has a brief but very beautiful bi- 
ography of Washington printed on it 
while the following page gives the im- 
portant and interesting details about the 
issue of stamps that will be mounted in 
the album. 

Then we begin the collection. A page 
is provided for a mint set, another page 
for a used set, four pages are then in 
order for both used and mint blocks if 
desired. Next comes the twelve striking 
and attractive pages of the album, each 
page is to be devoted to a single stamp. 
twelve handsome four color printed pic- 





tures of the Washington as shown on 
each of the separate stamps are provided 
for mounting on these twelve pages. Be- 
sides the pictures, there are brief printed 
descriptions of the portraits or sculptures 
from which the portraits were copied, in- 
formation as to the painter or sculptor 
and information telling where the orig- 
inal is now located. In fact, the album 
when properly mounted will give you an 
historical sketch of Washington from his 
earliest days until his death, all shown 
on postage stamps and with interesting 
and authentic descriptions. 

All of the prints and pictures come 
loose with the album. Too few people 
can letter their albums neatly and these 
prints are provided for use if you so 
desire to use them, the artist can hand 
letter his own album if he chooses. 

Following the above twelve mentioned 
pages are a group of twenty-five more 
pages which may be used as you choose, 
for plate numbers, large used blocks, can- 
cellations, precancels or whatever appeals 
to you as being desirable for addition to 
your specialized collection. Appropriate 
headings are printed on all pages. 

In the back of the book is a group of 
pages which have the LINPRINT special 
cover tongues for mounting twenty dif- 
fernt covers of your selection, covers of 
important events throughout Bicentennial 
year. 

When completed you will have a beau- 
tiful and interesting collection and _ if 
your fancy runs farther than the pages 
in the album provide for, additional 
pages and binders can be had at a low 
cost.
